1 . I am the inventor and applicant of the above-identified patent application. 

2. Applicant received a Final Office Action from the United States Patent and Trademark Office 
(USPTO) mailed 24 April 2003, with a shortened statutory period for reply of three (3) months. 

3. On 23 July 2003, applicant submitted a Petition for Extension of Time Under 37 CFR 1 .1 36(a) r 
along with appropriate fee, to extend the period for reply an additional two (2) months. 

4. On 24 September 2003, applicant filed an After-Final Amendment and Declaration Under 37 
CFR §1 .1 32, which applicant believed would place the application in condition for allowance. 

5. Applicant received an Advisory Action from the USPTO mailed 20 October 2003, stating that 
applicant's reply filed 24 September 2003 was received, but failed to. place the application in 
condition for allowance.
